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Anger over premature 
calendar publication

Board members and student rep- 
resentatives are upset that new 
deadlines for payment of student 
fees appeared in next year’s calen- 
dar before they had been approved 
by McGill’s Board of Governors 
(BoG). 

The Student Fee Policy 
Committee’s proposal to move 
payment of second semester’s fees 
from January 15 to January 3 was 
overturned by the Board at their 
meeting last week. 

"One must never presume that the 
board will do what the board will 
not do,” said Board member and 
English professor Abbott Conway. 
“The calendar says the fees for 
second semester will be due on 
January 3. It’s printed as though the 



Board of Governors had passed it.” 

Battaglia called the premature 
printing of the date a bad move. 
“The calendar shouldn’t have been 
printed without consulting the 
board first. The board isn't there 
just to ratify things,” she said. The 
board is the university’s final deci- 
sion-making body. 

Controversy arose over the time it 
took the proposal to reach BoG’s 
attention. “The Student Fee Policy 
meeting was in November,” said 
Daniel Tcncnbaum, Students’ So- 
ciety President. “There was ample 
time for the issue to come to the 
board before the printing of the 
calendar." 

Tcnenbaum was a member of the 
SFP Commiuee, but says none of 
the issues for which BoG rejected 



the proposal were raised in Novem- 
ber. 

BoG felt the January 3 deadline 
would be too difficult for students, 
particularly out-of-town students, 
to meet, and would create long line- 
ups in the registrar’s office. 

"January third is just too early. 
Most students aren’t here yet," said 
'Battaglia, who thought the line-ups 
in the first two days of term would 
be impossible. 

Jean-Paul Schuller, McGill Reg- 
istrar, defended the calendar. "It is 
clear that we can’t wail until Febru- 
ary to get text or we’d never get the 
calendar out," he said. 

Battaglia said in both the case of 
the cancellation of Reading Week 
and fee deadlines, she was told by 
the Administration that since the 
dates were already printed in the;

Vanier cup goes missing 

Second troohv still to be found

Last Friday, burglars broke in to 
the Currie Gym and seized the 
Vanier Cup and another valuable 
trophy. 

The Cup-snatchers were alleg- 
edly students from Bishop’s Uni- 
versity who broke in through the 
front doors of the Gym and 
smashed the glass display case with 
a tire-iron, getting away with the 
Vanier cup and the Uldis Audcrs 
trophy. Although the Vanier Cup 
was relumed to the Gym by mem- 
bers of the Alpha Delta Phi frater- 
nity, who claimed that they rescued 
the cup from the burglars, the Uldis 
Auders trophy is still missing. 

According to Athletics Facilities 
Manager A1 Grazys, the Currie 
Gym and the trophy display cases 
arc not protected by burglar alarms. 
“The trophies are really valuable," 
he said, “We would love to have 
more security.” The Vanier Cup, 
made of Sterling silver, is valued at 
almost two thousand dollars. The 
Uldis Auders trophy, which is 
awarded to the outstanding athlete, 



is a hand-made marble trophy. 

Athletics Facilities Supervisor 
Eyal Baruch said the burglars 
waited until the 3h00 security pa- 
trol had left the building. A number 
of janitorial workers were in the 
Gym all night. 

The fraternity members report- 
edly saw the burglars while they 
were "driving around" on Pine 
street at about 3h30. “We were 
pretty shocked to sec these guy s run 
out of the gym with what looked 
like the Vanier Cup,” said fraternity 
member Denis Kotsoros. Accord- 
ing to Kotsoros, they chased the 
getaway van up and down the city’s 
streets for half an hour in a “James 
Bond-type car chase." 

“We tried to flag down cops all 
over the place," said Kotsoros. 
When their car had drawn the aUcn- 
tion of a police car, the police ended 
up "chasing the wrong people,” he 
added. According to Kotsoris, “The 
(getaway) van was jumping red 
lights and going pretty fast, we 
ended up chasing them at almost 
140 kilometres." 
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calendar, they couldn ’ t be changed. 

This is no excuse, according to 
Conway. “The calendar has no 
status at all except in that it reflects 
University policy. The board’s the 
only thing that counts,” he said. • 

VP Academic Samuel Freedman 
said, “the fact that it’s in the calen- 
dar is neither here nor there. It’s not 
really the definitive document for 
fee payments.” Freedman said the 
Fee Information Booklet, given to 



every student at Registration, was 
the definitive document for fee 
deadlines, and was not printed yet 
Schuller said it would' be “rea- 
sonably easy” to inform students of 
the January 3 deadline. “In any 
case, a lot of students don’t make 
the printed deadlines. We’re rea- 
sonably lenient,” he said. Schuller 
said the Registrar’s office normally 
allows "a week to 10 days grace" 
for late fee payments. 



Graduate fees 
to go up soon 



The fraternity members’ car fi- 
nally caught up with the burglars’ 
van on the Bonavcnture express- 
way and made it stop. “They sur- 
rendered the Vanier Cup quite will- 
ingly after they’d taken some snap- 
shots with it,” said fraternity mem- 
ber Keith Marpole. “They told us 
that they were from Bishops’," he 
said. 

Marpole said he did not sec the 
Uldis Auders trophy in the bur- 
glars’ van. 

Kotsoris said that the fraternity 
members reported the incident to 
the Station 25 police immediately 
“in order to avoid suspicion.” Ac- 
cording to Kotsoris, the janitors 
who witnessed the incident thought 
the fraternity members were re- 
sponsible for the burglary. “Frats 
are known for pulling off pranks 
like this,” said Marpole, "but this 
really goes beyond what people 
could consider.” Marpole said that 
they had “matters cleared up” with 
the police and with McGill Secu- 
rity. 

The MUC police arc currently 
handling the case.

Graduate students will be paying 
a lot of money next year. 

This week Senate is expected to 
approve a 30 per cent post-graduate 
fee increase. In addition to the in- 
creased PGSS fees, graduate stu- 
dents, who have been trying to 
secede from SSMU, will probably 
still be paying Student Society fees. 

“Secession is not a given and 
will probably not happen until fall 
‘89, ’’said PGSS President André 
Couture. “It is probable that Gradu- 
ate students will be paying both 
SSMU fees and increased PGSS 
fees next year. The wheels of 
McGill bureaucracy move slowly,” 
he said. 

Academic representative to Sen- 
ate and graduate student James 
Owen opposed the 30 per cent 
PGSS fee increase. Owen favoured 
delaying the fee hike until Senate 
has voted on graduate secession 
from SSMU. 

“Now is the wrong time to go 
about this. We are trying to go for 
secession. If we succeed we’ll need 
to negotiate with Students’ Society 
for services such as clubs, legal aid 
services, travel cuts and the Trib- 
une. Grad fees will have to go up to 
pay for these," he said. 

Graduate fees are increased ev- 
ery three years to cope with the cost 
of inflation. But inflation com- 
pounded over three years only 
comes to a 16 percent hike in costs. 



Couture said the extra 15 percent 
will go towards hiring a full time 
secretary to assist the executive at 
Thompson House. “We need this 
extra help if we are going to main- 
tain a professional image. We want 
to be a more effective students’ 
society," he said. 

But according to Owen, “Th- 
ompson House already spends a 
great deal of money on administra- 
tive salaries. Besides, it already has 
a part-time secretary helping out 
the Executive. The money could be 
better spent.” 

Couture said Graduate students 
heard the debate on the issue at the 
annual general meeting, asked their 
questions and in the end came out in 
favour of the full 30 percent fee 
hike. Approximately 100 of 6 000 
■grads attended the meeting and 
voted on the fee hike.

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Men’s rugby team goes on probation

McGill’s men’s rugby team has 
been put on probation for two years 
following alleged misconduct and 
disorderly behaviour. 

Intercollegiate Co-ordinator Ken 
Schildroth said the probation will 
be reviewed after, one year, but 
funding to the team will be cut off 
next year. The team will not be 
allowed to travel, although they 
may play at home. 

According to team president 
Frank Magdich, “It was originally a 
two year suspension, and we were 
not notified. When we found out, 
we went to the athletics council 
meeting, and had it brought down to 
a probation.” 

But Schildroth said that the sus- 
pension was brought up at an Inter- 
collegiate Sports Committee meet- 
ing. “Each team is supposed to have 
their elected representative there. 
Their representative was not pres- 
ent, and that’s unfortunate, but 



whose responsibility is that?” 

But Magdich said, “They won’t 
provide us with a field to play on. 
. We have to do everything on our 
own.” 

The ruling comes following a 
game at Harvard. After the week- 
end, several letters were sent to 
McGill’s Department of Athletics 
and to Principal Johnston citing 
damages to a bulletin board, as well 
as poor behaviour and drunkcncss 
on the part of the players. 

Magdich said, “We could find no 
concrete evidence (that we were 
responsible for the damages). We 
took fans on our buses, so those 
responsible might not have been 
our players. But we sent them a 
cheque for $60 for the damages. We 
sent the cheque in good failli even 
though we’re not sure whether we 
were responsible for the damages.” 

Schildroth said, ‘The team was 
suspended because of infractions 
over a period of time. It’s not be- 
cause of their on-field perform- 
ance, it’s their off-field antics that 



have created some problems.” 
Magdich is bothered that past in- 
cidents are being used against the 
McGill team. “The Athletics de- 
partment dragged up stuff from 
seven years ago that I never even 
heard of, and I’ve been here for four 
or five years. They’re penalizing us 
for somcthing,peopIc on the tet 
have nothing to do with,” he said. 
“Anything they thought had ever 
been complained about they hold 
against us." 

Yet many of the events were quite 
recent Among the incidents cited 
were players’ conduct at Athletics 
Banquets where food was thrown, 
streaking and nudity at initiation, a 
run-in at the Dartmouth medical 
centre, and theft of signs and furni- 
ture while on a road trip. 

Said Schildroth, “It’s not every- 
body, it’s one or two people every 
year who mess it up for everyone 
else." 

Magdich thinks changes to the 
team’s structure arc necessary. He 
included suggestions in a letter 



Overdale goes to the movies 

Tenant documents his experiences

“You know what happens to 
people when they are in power,"

But accordint to Schildroth, such 
restiuc hiring may prove difficult to 
acheive. “How do you get people in 
line after every year they promise to 
improve and nothing happens? It’s 
a privilege to play and they’ve got 
to be responsible citizens,” he said. 

Recommended changes included 
limiting the number of travelling 
players, not travelling with fans and 
setting down disciplinary guide- 
lines enforced by the rugby club 
itself. Said Magdich, “I feel it is 
necessary to do something about 
our reputation as a club. We feel we 
can change things and improve our 



actions." 

Magdich is also concerned with 
the team’s reaction. “Most people 
on the team feel the Athletics De- 
partment doesn’t give us anything, 
so taking it away is no big deal. We 
have to teach the players that the de- 
partment does do something for 
us," he said. 

Although the club will be on 
probation next year, Magdich said 
the club’s executive will informally 
implement the recommendations it 
suggested. “The players have to 
know that any shit that happens will 
come back to us and be detrimental 
to the team. We can’t afford any- 
thing happening. If someone does 
something and doesn’t get caught 
by the department, he will still face 
disciplinary action from the club,” 
he said. 



Science to get 
computer advising

The faculty of Science will soon 
be getting a computerized advising 
system. 

According to VP University Af- 
fairs Maria Battaglia the system 
should have been implemented a 
long time ago. Battaglia is filing a 
report complaining that McGill has 
had the capacity to computerize 
advising for years but hasn’t done 
so for lack of human resources. 

The system being developed is 
Degree Audit, which contains a run 
down of Students’ past records and 
future course requirements. The 
purpose is to assist advisers in the 
technical aspect of advising. 

“The idea is to take the routine out 
of advising, "said Associate Dean 
of Science Dr. Roger Rigelhof, 
“Advisers normally have to do very 
routine checking such as looking up 
course and programme require- 
ments. We want to remove the 
drudgery from advising. But we 
still want the students to have a 
chance to sit with an adviser. This 
way, the computer will do the dry . 
work leaving more time for real 
advising. After all, it is easy to fig- 
ure out that someone needs six 
more credits in history, the real 
question is which six credits.” 

Rigelhof said he had hoped to sec 
the system implemented this 
Christmas but there were hardware 



problems. It will most likely be 
ready for next fall. 

The system is being developed 
for Arts as well will take longer 
because Arts is less structured than 
Science. An appropriate pro- 
gramme has not yet been devel- 
oped. 

Riegelhof was surprised by 
Battaglia’s complaint 

“Computers have been around for 
a long time, so yes, I guess in that 
sense we could have established 
this system a while ago,” he 
said. “People have been talking 
about Degree Audit for a number of 
years. But they have only become 
more interested in itrccently. When 
you arc in a situation of limited 
resources you have to generate a lot 
of interest before peoplcarc willing 
to devote their resources." 

The Arts and Sciences faculty 
obtained the money to fund the 
system through a university grant 

The Engineering faculty has had 
Degree Audit for two years. It is the 
basis for the system now being 
developed for Arts and Sciences. 
The original programme was de- 
veloped by a computer science 
graduate, who has subsequently 
been hired for the new system. 
According to Dean of Engineering 
Pierre Bélanger, the university 
eventually plans to implement 
Degree Audit in each department 
throughout the school. 
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Perhapi the real reason why we hare always 
been able lo champion free speech in this 
country is that we know perfectly well that 
hardly anybody has got anything to say, and that 
no one will listen to anyone that has.

Education a right for all 

It is obvious that McGill is underfunded. What is less obvious is the best 
response to underfunding. In the debate over whether the government 
shçuld fund universities or whether the money should come from the 
individual’s pocket, the real issue of underfunding has been lost. 

The government is responsible for ensuring an accessible education is 
available to all. Education is not something to be bought only by those with 
enough money to afford it. It is a right. All people are entitled to an 
education just as they are entitled to health services, equal protection under 
the law or any other public service. 

Yet this simple fact is little recognized in Québec. It is reasoned that if 
everyone pitches in, university underfunding will disappear. This argu- 
ment reinforces the belief that the individual is responsible for providing 
for her/his own education; it absolves the government of this responsibil- 
ity. 

At McGill, the university administration preaches individual responsi-' 
bility for education. During the Students’ Society General Assembly, 
Principal Johnson coached students in the “team spirit” attitude towards 
underfunding. He argued students should pay for their education because 
poor McGill can’t. 

Johnston’s team mentality is as dangerous as it is wrong. As tuitoncounts 
for only ten per cent of McGill’s funds, a self-imposed fee hike will not 
make much difference to the university. But, to the individual student, it 
does make a difference. It means a self-imposed denial to the right to 
accessible education. 

Moreover, this attitude creates a guilt complex among students. The 
argument implies students arc somehow responsible for McGill’s under- 
funding. This is not true. 

Students’ Society is also contributing to the cducation-as-privilege 
mentality. This week and next they are meeting with provincial govern- 
ment representatives in an effort to obtain more funds for McGill. They are 
asking the government to maintain McGill’s present funding level even 
though enrollment is expected to decrease. As funding is normally allotted 
on a per student basis, this will mean more money per student. 

This offer will not force the Québec government to take on any added 
responsibility or blame for McGill’s underfunding problem. While this 
proposal may bring short term gains, in the long run, it will only deny the 
right to acessable education. 

Education should not be bargained or negotiated for. It should be 
guaranteed as a right.

The reality of 
the situation, however, is that preg- 
nancies have been prematurely ter- 
minated in all times past and that 
such practice will continue regard- 
less of the law. If a woman docs not 
have legal right over her own body, 
she will turn to illegal methods of 
termination. Illegal methods often 
mean that while rich women may 
have access to a real doctor willing 
to act outside of the law, other 
women must make do with coat 
hangers and back alleys. Illegal 
methods often means that both

“The behaviour of our city executive committee executive member John 
Gardiner borderlines evil," said architect Michael Fish, commenting on 
the issuing of an allegedly illegal permit given by the MCM administration 
which enables the Ovcrdale owner and developers to evict the 50 odd 
tenants. Yet, a year and a half ago, Mayor Doré ran on a platform which 
stressed tenants’ rights over developers’ interests. 

But what is the whole thing about? It is the simple story of a group of 
municipal polititians who got in power and who seem to have somewhat 
forgotten their electoral promises. A classic game. Voting for someone 
doesn’t mean they will represent you if they get elected. It just means 
they’ll represent you until they get elected. 

“It’s an attitude and a political problem,” said NDG councillor Arnold 
Bennett, “however I would not say that they (the administration) have sold 
out to the international bourgeoisie. It is not as clear cut as the media tried 
to portray iL" 

Around Christmas time, friends of the landlord asked tenants to sign a 
letter. In it they agreed to accept a cheque for $500 and not to resist 
eviction. How filthy can you get? The stress suffered by some tenants 
caused many to leave. Those who had the strength, however, decided to 
fight for their rights. An old woman overestimated her ability to fighL She 
died over a month ago of a heart attack which sometenants attributed to 
stress caused by the situation. 

Two weeks ago six tenants and activists were arrested by our local police 
for demonstrating to preserve a fundamental right. The right to a safe 
home. 

Bribing, one death and six arrests have resulted in the past four months. 
What I am implying here is not that our municipal administration is 
directly responsible for these, but rather that their attitude has been to 
ignore the reality of the people they arc supposed lo be representing and 
ruling over. Instead, they went for whatever the developers asked. They, 
demanded that the tenants be relocated. But they could have remained in 
their homes, ’as these occupy only a small portion of the block. Their 
presence in no way hinders the building of the 38 storey skyscraper planed 
by the landlord. Unfortunately, having poor people around their yuppie 
project isn’t exactly what the developers had in mind. 

Tenants’ rights on the one hand, corporate interest on the other, this is 
where every liberal’s conception of a government fits in. Clearly, it was in 
our municipal ruling elite’s mandate lo protect the public will, while 
accomodating private interests. However, our administration look on a pa- 
tronizing altitude. It did not consult the people it was responsible to and, 
unnecessarily, chose to displace them against their will. 

I will not vole at our next municipal electoral farce, as this example, 
which in essence is not isolated from the other municipal crisis that 
occurcd in the past years, show that one can have little faith in anyr ruling 
elite. But it seems that many others seem to loose faith in this administra- 
tion. At the MCM convention last week, a majority of the MCM members 
denounced its leaders. 

Or maybe our municipal government is overidden by internal crisiscs 
and contradictions which have not been leaked lo the public yeL
